Powers Don’t Act Fast

The Briton reiterated that his 
country supports the suggestions 
for Holy Land peace offered by 
the assassinated Count Foike Ben- 
nadotte. 


Bernadotte's R o le ,Stressed 
"The United States and France 
also are backing the plan," Mr. 
Bevin said. "T he Arabs have op­ 
posed it and the Jew s have criti­ 
cized some p arts of it. 
"T he successful establishm ent of 
the truce was due in large part to 
the devotion and courage of Count 
Bernadotte, whose tragic death will 
cast its shadow over our discussion 
of Palestine at the present session 
of the assembly. 
"Nobody was in a better position 
than Count B ernadotte to estim ate 
the kind of settlem ent which could 
give the best prospects of stable, 
peaceful conditions in Palestine.

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WALL WINDOWS 
AID VENTILATION 


Fairly Easy To Install In 


Low-Cost Residence 


By W. W A D S W O R T H W OOD

The small low-cost house usually 
suffers from the lack of 
enough 
windows to make it comfortable 
in very hot weather, or to vent! 
late It properly all through the 
year. 
When another window is essen­ 
tial to comfort, the best solution 
is to install a ceiling window. 
Ceiling windows are so named 
because of the fact that they are 
installed in the walls at about 
head-height. These units are very 
inexpensive; 
in 
fact, 
standa^j 
basement sash 
make the 
ideal 
window. 
The installation consists of cut 
ting the proper-sired opening in 
the wall, and hanging the window, 
which is hinged at the top, direct

to the framing. The unit is arrang­ 
ed so as to open in, and can be 
fitted with an ordinary hook and 
eye, or with a folding bracket 
which will keep it half or fully 
opened. 
The ceiling window offers full 
use of all of the wall space be­ 
neath it, and avoids the conditions 
so often found in small homos 
where beds or bureaus are partly 
in front of the windows to enable 
them to fit into the room. 
The ceiling window presents im­ 
mediate cooling off of a room, as 
the moment they are opened all 
the heated air accumulated near 
the ceiling 
rushes out through 
them. 
It is not necessary to install this 
type of window so high as to pre­ 
vent one seeing out of them. Five! 
feet will clear the average bed­ 
head or large piece of furniture 
nicely. 
Many of the latest house plans 
show ceiling windows as a feature 
which is both practical and eco­ 
nomical. It is frequently installed 
in closets as a means of ventila­ 
tion, or in kitchens and pantries. 
It is impossible for very young 
children to fall out of them.

Depends On General Price 


Trend, Official Says

COLUMBUS, Sept. 27 — What 
price a roof over your head? 
Is the housing problem in Ohio 
being solved, or is it becoming 
more acute? 
The picture isn’t too rosy, but 
there may be one consolation, says 
Don L. Tobin, executive secretary 
of the Ohio Savings and Loan Lea 
gue. That consolation is. he says, 
that while the cost of shelter is 
high — it is a wmder that it isn t 
higher. 
The league, with headquarters in 
Columbus, keeps a constant, watcn. J 
ful eye on housing and building 
problems. It recognizes the many; 
special problems of certain areas! 
and the many factors involved. But 
Mr. Tobin, in drawing a general 
picture of the Ohio situation, says: 
"While prices of existing prop­ 
erty have leveled off, and ip many 
instances are lower than a year 
ago. the cost of new residential 
construction continues to increase 
and probably will for the rest ot 
1948. 
"The housing shortage is being 
solved, but the price of shelter 
cannot be expected to drop ma­ 
terially nntil there is a decrease 
in the general price structure”. 
There always is a housing short­ 
age when employment and income 
are high and a surplus when em­ 
ployment and income are low, Mr. 
Tobin pointed out. 
"The shortage during the last 
several years,” he said, "beearn* 
acute because of the increase in 
the number of families, a decrease 
in the number of people occupy­ 
ing a unit of shelter, higher birth 
rate, rent control and higher in-! 
comes.” 
He said the cost of housing is 


high because the demand exceeds 


I the supply, the cost of labor is 
higher, and “labor costs, one way 
or another, account for 9(1 per 
cent of the cost of a home". 
Another factor in increased c o s h , ! 
he said, is the increase in the de­ 
mand for comforts of living. 
Mr. Tobin said the average home I 
buyer today wants more facilities, 
more comforts of living. The new 
home buyer may ask for insulation, 
storm windows, special glass, win-! 
ter and summer air conditioning, 
attic fans, two-car garages, recrea­ 
tion 
rooms, combination 
shower 
and tub, extra lavatory or both, 
better architecture, more utilities, 
in the kitchen, more extensive use 
of copper instead of tin, tailor- 
made window screens, and other 
new improvements. 
“The only thing that enters into 
the cost of acquiring a home that 
is less today than It was IO years 
ago is the financing, which is down 
33 1-3 per cent,” Mr. Tobin declar­ 
ed. 
"Lack of financing funds has no 
part in the housing shortage pic­ 
ture.” he said. 
“For example, savings and loan 
associations in Ohio have loaned 
approximately $292,000,000 during 


the first eight months of the year. 
"At the rate new savings are 
pouring into* these institutions and 
repayments are being made on ex­ 
isting mortgages, savings and loan 
associations from these two sour 
ees alone could lend $203,000 every 
business hour, or a total of $1,280, 
OOO every business day. Other mort­ 
gage lending institutions are as 
amply supplied with funds.” 
Despite, high prices of shelter. 
Mr. Tobin stated, "housing today 
is not beyond the reach of the: 
family of modest means.” Ile said 
in Ohio, 46.3 per cent of the fami­ 
lies with incomes under 3.000 own 
their own homes.

$49,543,000, a decrease of 2.7 per 
cent from losses of $50,995,000 in 
July. 
Fire losses always have declin­ 
ed during the summer months, and 
have soared again during autumn 
and winter months as more aud 
more stoves, furnaces and fire­ 
places are operated during cold 
weather, and heavier strains put on 
electrical circuits. 
August’s losses brought the to­ 
tal for the first eight months of 
this year tg $486,978,000, a sum 
greater than losses for the entire 
year of 1945.

Sid Luckman, great T formation quarterback of the Chicago Bears, 
here reveals a few of his passing secrets. Luckman grips the ball with his fingers across the lacing 
(I) and shows that fingers must be well spread and must grip the Hall smoothly, not clutch it. When 
cocking the ball (2), the great Bear passer reveals the ball should be "tucked up close to the ear." 
When delivering the ball (.1) the nose should be kept parallel to the ground, says Truckman, and 
the hall delivered with a wrist snap. Legs should be spread comfortably with the weight balanced on 
the balls of the feet.
